Washington government ‘believes the

pliance with the demand for the eli- 
mation of Huerta. 

No preparations have been made 
for a blockade of the Mexican ports, 
such as has been variously reported. 

To Protest British Interests, 

Foreign interests generally will be 
represented by the United States at 
Tuxpam in particular, and special ef- 
forts will be made to protect British 
interests pending the arrival of the 
British cruisers. The sending of the 
English ships is in line with previous 
notifications to the United States, and 
it is regarded as a normal move taken 
in emergencies such as exist at Tux- 
pam. 

It is intended to have a sobering ef- 
fect on those constitutionalist officers 
who, according to official reports, have 
announced their hostility to English

far, and no instructions to that ef- 
fect have been sent, nor has there 
been any request for such instruc- 
tions. In the meantime, Admiral

EMPHASISED 


Dairymen and Creamery Manag- 
ers All Over Alberta Meet 
at Olds 


MARKER REVIEWS THE 
DAIRYING INDUSTRY 


Grading Station Will Likely be 
Established in Edmonton 


Next Year 
By Bulletin Stat Reporter. 
Olds, Nov. 20.—Dairymen and man- 


agers of creameries from all over Al- 
berta met in convention here today 
Paes ong problems amecting dairying 

The size and importance of the gath- 
ering reflected the growth and import. 
ance of dairy business and the increas- 
ing attention being paid by farmers to 
dairying which from eing regarded 
as a side line or something to provide 
pin money for the farmers’ wives, has 
become one of Alberta’s main indus- 
tries, 

This fact was emphasized by Hon. 
Duncan Marshall, Geo. Harcourt, *dep- 


uty minister of agriculture; ©. A, 
Marker, dairy commissroner and other 
speakers, 

‘ Some Statistics, 


Some surprising figures were given 
by Geo. Harcourt, deputy minister 
of agriculture, who showed that while 
the grain industry of the province in 
1911 yielded to Alberta farmers $16,- 
978,944, the dairying industry, yielded 


$10,283,016, and while in ten years 
the returns from the grain industry 


had increased 548 per cent the returns 
from the dairy industry had increased 


practically 2000 per cent, The 
market was practically unlimited 
for while the number in Al- 


berta of cows kept had tncreased only 
16 per cent since 1911, the pepula- 
tion had increased 50 mer cent and 
the population of th&towns and cities 
Was increasing faster than farming 
population, 

Reviewed Industry, 

A review of the aairying industry 
in Afberta, during 1913, was given By 
Dairy Commissioner Marker, who said 
the butter production of Alberta 
creameries this year will reach the 


four million pound mark, an inerease 
of one million pounds over last year, 
though this does not represent the 


total production. Under arrangements 
by which the provincial government 
undertakes the marketing of creamery 
produce, 360,932 pounds of butter 
were marketed during the seagon, an 
increase of 40 per cent over last year, 

The importance of grading was em- 


phasized. During 1913 the govern- 
ment has maintained four grades 
with a price at the creamery of from 
20 to 28 cents per pound. Fifteen 


creameries entered the seoring con- 
test and five scored over 95 per cent. 
The grading system had now got the 
discriminating public, 


sanction-of the 
backed by the dollar argument. 

Under the extension of the grading 
system a grading station will probably 
be established next year in Edmonton, 

Creamery representatives urged the 
Importance of grading the Alberta 
product to compete with the New Zea- 
land butter which has grade certini- 
cate.

1913 Biggest Construction 
Year In History of the City 


In spite of the money stringency, difficnities in market- 
ing a big bond issue and other handicaps, the city of Ed- 
monton can point to 1913 as being the biggest construction 
year so far in its history. 

In practically every department the work done. during 
the construction season just closed has exceeded that done 
last. year, while in the laying of sewer and water mains, 
and in paving, g grading, boulevarding and street railway 
track-laying, last year’s figures were doubled. 

The following table shows at a glance the chief work 
done in 1918 as compared with 1912, and also gives the ap- 
proximate total miles of the various improvemen ts laid in 
the city:

“IT am, and always have been, 
heartily in favor of the construction 
of this railway,” he said, “Chiefly 
because it will not cost much and will 
settle in the public mind the question 
of transportation in’ that direction. 
While I do not believe that twenty 
cargoes of Canadian grain will be 
transported by that route in twenty 
years, it is just as well to know pgsi- 
tively what the possibilities are in 
that direction. If the route is ulti- 
mately found to be impractical, due 
attention may be given to more effec- 
tive means of transportation.” 

When asked concerning the financial 
situation, Sir William becatne humor- 
ous, but non-committal: “You ought 
to interview somebody who has some 
money,” he said. “If 1 knew how to 
get money, I'd get it. 1 have no 
financial theories any more,” 

“My ideas of political economy are 
extremely simple,” Sir William added, 

‘to spend less than you’ earn, or, 
rather, not to spend more than you
